THE CENTENNIAL CONCERT BAND 


The Band was formed in 1967 to coincide with the opening of Westview Centennial Secondary 
School. The Band started with a nucleus of 30 members which has now grown to 60, comprised of 
20 girls and 40 boys between the ages of 12 and 19 years of age. Membership in the Band is open to 
any member of the school and if vacancies in the instrumentation of the Band are not filled, students 
from other schools are invited to join the Band. The Band rehearses each week for two hours, and 
performs at various school and civic functions throughout the year. 


The majority of the students had no prior instrumental training before joining the Band, but in 
the short span of three years the Band has appeared in concerts in numerous cities throughout 
Eastern Canada and in New York State. Programs have also been made for the С.В.С, radio and 
television, and arrangements are being made for a taping session at the B.B.C. during the current 
tour. 


Besides playing in concerts, the Band performed successfully in Toronto music festivals, staged a 
historical pageant, and provided the musical accompaniment for an original ‘love-rock’ musical, 


ROAR. 


In September 1969 the Centennial Band was a featured attraction at the Kleinburg Bindertwine 
Festival, which is an event staged annually in a village about fifteen miles north of Toronto. As a 
result of the success of their appearance, the Band has been invited to appear again at the Festival in 
1970. 


Unlike many secondary school bands the Centennial Concert Band has appeared in parades particu- 
larly a recent event marking the sixtieth anniversary of the Girl Guide Movement in Canada. The 
Band was the only school band of ten in the parade that provided music for 15,000 marching girl 
guides. 


The Band has also organized and hosted two Music Teach-Ins, a unique undertaking in secondary 
schools in North York. Ten schools in the Westview area were invited to send selected string players 
for an in-depth study of pre-selected repertoire. An orchestra of over two hundred students spent 
eight hours dealing with such topics as small group rehearsals, listening to a professional string 
orchestra, attending a lecture on Baroque instruments, or listening to a String Bass recital, by the 
Principal Bassist of the Toronto Symphony Orchestra, Thomas Monaghan. 


As a result of the success of the Teach-In one of the guest conductors, Timothy McGee of St. 
Francis Xavier University in Antigonish, Nova Scotia, invited the Concert Band to tour the 
Province and be the featured attraction at the 1969 Nova Scotia High School Band Festival. A report 
of the Tour follows: — 


Westview Concert Band 
Nova Scotia and New Brunswick Tour 
March 16 — 25, 1969 








The forty-eight-member Westview Centennial Secondary School Band of North York made a concert 
tour of Nova Scotia and New Brunswick during the recent Spring Recess. The Band travelling 
approximately three thousand five hundred miles by Colonial Bus during the ten day tour, played 
six two hour public concerts, six one hour School Assembly concerts and a one hour T.V. video 
taping session at C.J.C.B.,Sydney. In addition, the Westview Band was the feature attraction at the 
Nova Scotia High School Band Festival in Antigonish. 


The Band was most warmly received throughout the tour, but the most spectacular welcome came 
at Guysborough. Five miles outside the town the Band was met by the local R.C.M.P. detachment 
and numerous flag and banner-bedecked cars which escorted the Band in procession into the town. 
Each member of the Band was given a souvenir of Guysborough at the banquet held for them that 
evening by the townspeople. To top all things, over 400 of the town's 500 people attended the 
evening concert in the local high school gymnasium. 


It is estimated that ten thousand people attended the Concerts and School Assemblies during the 
tour and the Band also appeared twice on T.V. in the Maritimes. 


The places visited by the Band were Amherst, River Hebert, Guysborough, Cheticamp, Sydney, 
Arichat, Port Hawksbury, Antigonish, Nova Scotia and Sussex, New Brunswick. 


We feel sure that the tremendous reception that the Band received in Nova Scotia will long remain a 
cherished memory by all members of the Band.

Mr. Jack Zimmerman, English Department; Mr. John Foster, Parent; and Mr. Michael Crosbie, 
Westview Music Director.

To assist the Band in its many out of school endeavours 
and to aid them in purchasing uniforms, it was de- 
cided in 1967 by a small group of interested parents 
to form a Band Supporters’ Club. The Westview 
Centennial Band Supporters’ Club is open to all, at 
an annual membership fee of $2.00, and at present 
there are 250 members.
